TEUTONS UNSHAKEN 


BY LOSS OF TRADE 


German Manufacturers Do Not Suffer 


Loss of Italian Trade Because of 


Increased Home Orders. 
V 


[BIT ASSOCIATED T"*ESS.] 


Berlin, July 7 — German business 
circles are not particularly concerned 
about the war with Italy, trade with 
that country having already fallen off 
sharply before it threw in its fortunes 
with the Entente Powers. 
In 1913 
Germany's imports frcm Italy amount- 
ed to $75.000,000. and its 
exports 
thereto $93.600,000, but the recnt vol- 
ume of the trade movement -was much 
less than these figures. Italy 
has 
been taking, since the 
war began, 
more of German Iron and steel than 
previously, but the German market 
and those of Scandinavian countries 
are -now keeping the iron works so 
busy that the cessation of Italian 
orders is not expected to influence 
the existing upward tendency of pric- 
es. 
Besides these goods, Germany's 
exports to Italy distribute themselves 
over a great variety of wares, very 
few of which exceeded $1,000.000 in 
value: coal amounted 
to 
$3,500,000, 
and woolen goods and leather 
each 
to nearly $3,000,000. Under imports, 
raw silk alone represented more than 
one-third of the whole, with $26,000,- 
000: raw hemp reached $3.000,000, and 
almonds nearly as much, but all other 
articles were shipped in smaller val- 
ues.It had been hoped when the -war 
began that Italy would prove very im- 
portant to Germany as an alternative 
trade route with the United States 
and other over-sea countries, in addi- 
tion to Holland and the Scandinavi- 
an countries; but these hopes have 
not been realized to any considera- 
ble extent. Some months ago, it was 
reported, for example, that hundreds 
of thousands of bales of American cot- 
ton wer lying at Genoa, but very lit- 
tle of it found its way into Germany. 
It. was claimed by the Italian authori- 
ties that their railways were not abje 
to move it, but it is suspected 
in 


Germany that they did not wish to 
move it Oranges, however, have been 
coming into Germany in the 
usual 
amounts, aud as Germany has hither- 
to obtained by far the yargest part of 
its suplies from Snain. it seems prob- 
able that these shipments have lat- 
terly been by way of Italy.

Mutual Meeting Opens 
In Chicago 


Between Bankers and 
Farmers 


For Two Dayi' Conference. 


[BIT ASSOCIATED PUESS.] 


Chicago, July 7—Bankers, farmers, 


educators from various state agricul- 
tural schools and experts from the 
federal department of agriculture m«t 
here today for the first session of a 
two days' conference on the relations 
between bankers and farmers. Con- 
sideration of economic and practical 
difficulties in the extension of 
the 
work of the Agricultural Commission 
on the American Bankers' Associa- 
tion was taken up. 


F.- B. Mumford, dean of the college 


of Agriculture of the University of 
Missouri, said that the farmers' prob- 
lem was esentially economic. 


"The solution of the economics 
of ! 
.agriculture as related to the actual | 
business of farming will carry with i t ' 
the solution 
of 
many other prob- 
lems of the rural .community," he said. 
"But because European countries pro- 
duce a much larger yrsld per acre 
than the United States, it does not 
necesarily follow that the American 
farmer would find it profitable or pos- 
sible to produce yields as large or to 
bring under cultivation land relative- 
ly so poor. The factors of labor, price 
of product and many other conditions 
must be recognized. 
But taking all 
factors into account, it remains tnie 
that the American farmer can largely 
increase his profits, better 
maintain 


the- fertility of the soil and incidental- 
ly materially increased crops."

-Scald the milk, 
add the water (boiling), the salt and, 
when lukewarm, the yeast cake dis- 
solved in a little water. Stir in flour 
enough to make a soft dough.

to

dough, knead thoroughly, 
working in the raisins. 
Shape into 
loaves and put in greased pans. Let

oven.

makes four small loaves. 


Cereal Bread— Excellent for those 
requiring special nourishment. One 
cup of rolled oats, 
four tablespoons 
(level) 
barley 
flour, two teaspoons 
salt (level), one quart boiling water, 
one pint, scalded milk, 
two 
quarts 
whole wheat- flour, one yeast cake. . 
Mix oatmeal and barley, stir this into j 
the boiling water and cook slowly one 
• 


hour 
Rub through sieve, 
adding 
enough water to make three 
cups. 1 


Add milk, salt and, when lukewarm, 
dissolved yeast. Stir in flour to make 
soft dought. 
Beat for five minutes 
with a wooden spoon. 
Cover stand 
in a warm place till double in bulk. 
To Cook Asparagus— It is often 


difficult to cock asparagus without 
the tops falling to pieces. A cooker 
can be maoe that will prevent this. 
Take one of those egg poachers con- 
tainiuc- a perforated piece of tin that 
hold the cups for the eggs. 
Fit this 
piece of tin into a granite kettle. It 
should stand seven or eight inches 
from the bottom of the kettle. Wash 
asnaragus and cut off 
tough 
ends. 
Fill kettle with hotline salted water 
up to tap tin.

Cover and boil twenty-five 
minutes.

The evaporator is the best for a
